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Editorial  Comment 


Occasion  for  Encouragement 

ON  January  1st,  the  campaign  for  increased  endowment 
closed  so  far  as  any  contribution  can  be  expected 
from  the  General  Education  Board 
and  in  compliance  with  their  offer, 
thev  have  paid  in  the  pro  rata  part 
of  the  ^100,000  conditional  offer 
made  by  them.  From  one  stand- 
point, the  campaign  was  not  a  suc- 
cess, as  the  amount  raised  fell  far 
short  of  the  goal  which  had  been  set 
up.  However,  viewed  from  another 
angle,  a  good  deal  was  accomplished. 
Since  the  inauguration  of  the  plan  in 
1928,  the  invested  endowment  has 
more  than  doubled  and  in  addition, 
there  are  a  number  of  unpaid  pledges, 
many  of  which  will  eventualh'  be 
paid,  and  will  considerably  swell  the 
total.  Another  beneficial  result  and, 
in  the  nature  of  things,  difficult  to 
gauge,  comes  from  the  advertise- 
ment and  publicity  which  resulted 
from  the  campaign.  The  College  is 
more  widely  and  favorably  known 
than  ever  before  and  will  be  more 
easily  brought  to  the  attention  of 
people  interested  in  contributing 
financialh"  to  the  cause  of  education. 
It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that  the 
campaign,  through  no  fault  of  the 
College  authorities,  as  they  could  not 
in  the  nature  of  things  foresee  the 

parlous  times  ahead,  fell  in  a  period  of  almost  unheard  of  eco- 
nomic depression.  Had  times  remained  normal,  it  is  believed 
that  the  whole  amount  sought  would  have  been  realized. 
When,  therefore,  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  under  such 
discouraging  conditions,  the  endowment  has  more  than 
doubled  and  moreover,  that  the  number  of  students  now  in 
attendance  at  Hampden-Sydney  is  by  far  the  largest  in  its 
entire  history,  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  College,  in- 
stead of  being  cast  down,  have  every  reason  to  feel  en- 
couraged and  optimistic  of  the  future.  It  is  shown  that  the 
College  is  a  vigorous,  going  concern,  even  if  it  is  handi- 
capped b\'  inadequate  endowment.  Friends  of  the  institu- 
tion should  therefore  continue  their  efforts  to  bring  the 
College  and  its  needs  to  the  attention  of  people  of  means 


interested  in  carrying  forward  the  fine  type  of  training 
which  the  College  provides.  If  this  is  done,  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  goal  originally  set  of  one  million  dollars  of 
invested  endowment,  should  not  be  obtained  in  the  not 
distant  future. 
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The  Session  to  Date 


ITH  two-thirds  of  the  present 
session  gone,  one  is  enabled  to 
take  some  measure  of  the  character 
of  the  work  which  the  students  have 
been  doing.  The  enrollment,  includ- 
ing the  matriculates  who  entered  at 
the  mid-term,  reaches  a  total  of  306, 
and  there  are  on  the  ground  at  this 
time  two  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
which  means  that  only  twelve  stu- 
dents have  withdrawn,  most  of  these 
on  account  of  sickness  and  only  three 
who  were  dropped,  because  of  failure 
to  make  the  required  number  of 
hours  under  the  automatic  rule.  The 
report  of  the  Dean,  elsewhere  ap- 
pearing in  this  issue  of  The  Record, 
shows  an  unusual  number  of  men 
both  on  the  first  and  second  honor 
roll.  It  is  thought  that  the  standard 
maintained  by  the  students  this 
session  will  equal  that  of  any  pre- 
ceding year  in  the  history  of  the 
College.  Good,  conscientious  work 
has  been  done  and  there  has  been  a 
minimum  of  loafing.  In  fact,  the 
session  has  passed  with  unusual  smoothness  and  little  has 
occurred  to  disturb  the  calm  of  the  academic  waters.  At 
the  same  time,  this  does  not  by  any  means  indicate  that 
the  session  has  been  one  full  of  toil  and  grind  for  the 
students.  Many  find  e.xcellent  training  and  a  keen  and 
lively  interest  in  work  on  student  publications  such  as 
"The  Kaleidescope"  (the  college  annual),  the  monthly 
magazine  and  the  weekly  paper,  "The  Tiger."  The  same 
is  true  with  regard  to  work  done  by  the  Literary  Society, 
debating  team,  dramatic  and  glee  clubs.  They  have  had 
their  diversions,  their  social  activities,  their  week-end 
visits,  their  athletics,  their  dances  and  other  forms  of 
amusement  and  register  no  complaint  of  the  li\-es  they 
lead  as  students  at  Hampden-Sydney.

WHEN  all  goes  right,  how  easy  it  is  to  smile,  to  make  a 
pledge,  to  promise  a  gift.  But  when  the  skies  darken 
and  problems  pyramid  about  us,  it  is  hard  to  keep  on 
smiling,  to  put  up  the  cold  cash  in  payment  of  the  pledge 
that  constitutes  a  gift.  These  days  will  go  down  into 
history  as  embracing  a  period  that  tried  the  stout  hearts  of 
men  and  tried  them  sorely. 

All  this  is  by  way  of  saying  that  the  fall  of  193 1  was, 
financially  speaking,  a  very  different  era  from  the  spring 
of  1928  when  the  Campaign  for  Expansion  and  Endow- 
ment was  launched.  Money  was  then  plentiful.  No  one 
expected  it  to  become  a  rarity.  We  were  astride  a  wave  of 
prosperity  that  could  not  be  checked.  Men  cheerfully 
signed  to  give  through  the  years  that  lay  ahead.  Then 
came  the  time  of  stress  and  strain,  and  with  it  came,  too, 
the  time  when  the  General  Education  Board  had  decreed 
that  cash  must  supplant  the  pledge  if  it  were  to  be  counted 
on  our  pledge  with  that  Board,  under  the  terms  of  which 
they  were  to  give  us  ^100,000  (or  a  pro  rata  part  thereof) 
when  we  had  raised  ^225,000  for  our  endowment. 

So  on  December  4,  1931,  we  wrote  each  subscriber 
whose  pledge  had  not  been  paid  in  full  as  follows: 

Dear : 


The  General  Education  Board  has  paid  over  to  us  approximatelj- 
$44,000.  As  yet  we  Jiave  not  qualified  for  the  remaining  $56,000  of  their 
offer.  The  time  limit  on  this  conditional  gift  terminates  finally  with  1931. 

We  have  on  our  books  $65,000  of  pledges.  Every  $100  collected  on 
these  pledges  will  mean  a  gift  of  $44  by  the  General  Education  Board;  by 
like  token  every  dollar  not  collected  by  December  31st,  will  cost  Hamp- 
den-Sydney $1.44. 

We  know  the  straitened  financial  condition  obtaining  everywhere;  we 
know  many  of  the  pledges  are  payable  over  a  period  of  years.  We  realize 
all  this,  but  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board,  which  directs  me  to 
write  this  letter,  feels  confident  that  with  the  facts  before  you,  every  loyal 
friend  will  cheerfully  waive  his  rights  and  endeavor  to  pay  every  possible 
dollar  on  his  pledge. 

How  much  will  you  make  the  General  Education  Board  give  us? 

The  bigger  the  sacrifice  involved,  the  greater  will  be  our  appreciation.

In  response  to  that  letter  we  received  replies  that  would 
warm  the  cockles  of  any  man's  heart.  We  regret  that  lack 
of  space  prevents  our  reproducing  here  in  full  many  of  the 
letters,  but  we  must  content  ourselves  with  giving  only 
brief  excerpts  from  them. 

One  writer  showed  that  the  idea  of  making  anticipated 
payments  originated  with  one  of  the  subscribers  when  he 
wrote: 

"A  short  while  ago  Bob  Brock  and  I  had  some  correspondence  in 
regard  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  Endowment  Fund,  and  we  both  agreed 
that  it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  every  subscriber  to  anticipate  his  pay- 
ments. In  order  to  show  that  I  practice  what  I  preach,  I  am  enclosing  my 
check  for  the  balance  due  on  my  subscription,  and  I  take  the  liberty  of 
expressing  the  hope  that  every  other  subscriber  will  do  the  same  thing. 
Failure  to  do  our  plain  duty  in  this  emergency  would  result  in  nothing 
short  of  a  calamity." 

A  less  fortunate  alumnus  wrote  at  much  length  how  and 
why  he  was  unable  to  comply  with  our  request,  but  closed 
with  this; 


"I  want  you  to  know  that  some  day  I  intend  to  complete  the  pay- 
ments on  my  subscription  and  I  particularly  want  to  answer  your  very 
polite  letter." 

From  a  distant  state  a  loyal  alumnus  on  a  small  salary 
sent  this  thought  with  his  check: 

"  I  am  sorry  I  am  getting  in  late  with  this  check,  but  hope  it  will  arrive 
in  time  to  help  swell  the  claims  of  the  old  college  against  the  General  Edu- 
cation Board. 

"For  the  first  time  in  17  years  my  church  has  been  behind  with  my 
salary,  but  back  salary  for  two  months  has  just  come  in  and  it  is  a  real 
joy  to  be  able  to  send  this  in." 

How  an  old  athletic  star  must  have  hated  to  write  this: 

"For  Hampden-Sydney  to  need  help  and  not  to  be  in  a  position  in 
which  you  can  give  assistance  is  a  discouraging  situation.  Mr.  .Atkinson, 
my  debt  to  Hampden-Sydney  is  far  greater  than  that  small  pledge  and  as 
soon  as  possible  I  shall  pay  off  some  of  my  obligation.  I  will  be  happier 
for  so  doing." 

His  postscript  reads: 

"This  is  a  mighty  sick  letter  for  a  'Tiger'  to  write  and  I  hate  it  worse 
than  anything.   I'll  do  better  though." 

With  a  check  that  paid  the  balance  on  his  subscription 
a  teacher  on  a  small  salary  wrote: 

"Sorry  that  this  couldn't  be  $2,500." 

A  minister  whose  life  has  been  one  of  daily  sacrifice 
(while  unable  to  pay  in  full  his  subscription)  anticipated 
the  next  annual  payment  and  in  so  doing  said: 

"To  do  what  I  am  doing  is  at  a  sacrifice,  as  I  am  having  to  draw  on 
invested  funds,  thereby  causing  the  loss  of  six  per  cent,  interest. 

"It  has  been  a  hard  year  for  me  in  many  ways,  but  my  little  church  is 
steadily  growing,  and  I  hope  April  ist  will  bring  me  a  raise  in  salary  that 
will  put  me  out  of  the  red." 

Another  minister  with  a  very  small  charge  asked  for  a 
statement  of  his  account  and  across  the  bottom  of  it  (the 
statement)  wrote: 

"Enclosed  you  will  find  a  check  to  cover  the  above.  Am  glad  to  be 
able  to  help  you  out." 

Probably  no  greater  sacrifice  was  made  in  the  cam- 
paign than  that  just  referred  to. 

In  certain  strategic  centers  there  are  alumni  upon 
whom  we  have  the  habit  of  calling  for  every  conceivable 
service.  One  of  these  men  in  another  state,  on  whom  we 
call  repeatedly  for  help,  had  this  to  say: 

"Enclosed  check  is  in  full  of  my  Endowment  Fund  subscription  and 
I  am  more  than  glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  assist  you  by  making  payment 
at  this  time.  The  end  of  the  year  period  places  so  many  demands  upon 
us  all — and  in  my  own  particular  case  it  was  necessary  to  wait  until  the 
last  minute  to  see  how  my  finances  would  work  out,  before  sending  you 
check. 

"Unfortunately  my  activities  have  deflected  my  energy  from  pushing 
the  Hampden-Sydney  cause  locally,  as  in  the  past,  but  other  alumni 
seem  to  have  "seized  the  torch"  to  carry  on  the  good  work.  It  certainly 
pleases  me  greatly  to  hear  of  the  progress  you  all  are  making  in  building 
the  school,  numerically  by  attendance,  and  financially  through  endow- 
ment, up  to  your  standard  of  attainment. 
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"Aly  well  wishes  are  alwa}"S  with  you,  but  I  feel  )'ou  need 
greater  financial  contributions  than  the  well  wishes  of  your 
alumni  and  their  accompanying  small  contributions  bring- 
Eventually  you  all  will  get  a  lead  to  interested  wealth — the 
seed  has  been  planted — and  we  all  are  conscious  of  your  needs - 
That  is  an  accomplishment  which  should  eventually  bring 
results." 

A  busy  Doctor  after  describing  the  mathematics 
in  which  he  had  to  indulge  before  finding  in  his 
bank  account  a  balance  sufficient  to  care  for  the 
unpaid  part  of  his  pledge  adds: 

"I  like  the  way  you  put  the  appeal  and  I  hope  many  will  be 
affected  as  I  was  by  it.  I  get  a  real  kick  out  of  the  thousht 
that  by  giving  now  I  add  materially  to  the  total  amount  of 
my  subscription." 

A  young  lawyer  set  his  fellow  alumni  a  splendid 
example  of  how  to  sacrifice  for  the  interest  of  the  old 
college.  His  first  paragraph  told  of  his  regret  at  being 
unable  to  pay  his  subscription  sooner.  At  the  same 
time  he  told  of  his  deep  interest  in  his  alma  mater 
and  of  his  strong  desire  to  have  her  benefit  to  the 
full  under  her  contract  with  the  General  Education  _. 
Board.  Then  he  gave  this  stirring  paragraph: 

■'I  do  not  have  the  mone}"  available  with  which  to  make  this 
payment,  but  I  find  I  have  a  life  insurance  policy  on  which  I  can  borrow 
an  amount  sufficient   to  take  care  of  it  ....  I   am,  therefore,   mailing 
check  for  $2 11.50,  which  is  dated  December  30th,  and  I  will  appreciate 
it  if  you  will  hold  this  check  until  that  date  before  depositinir  it." 

We  might  continue  this  almost  indefinitely,  for  our  files 
carry  stacks  of  letters  of  similar  sentiments,  the  reading  of 
which  cannot  fail  to  make  a  man's  blood  course  faster;  but 
this  is  already  too  long.  To  be  associated  with  noble  spirits 
who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  so  unstintingly  is  indeed  a  rare 
privilege.  The  handling  of  funds  contributed  at  such  a  cost 
by  the  donors  makes  the  trust  all  the  more  sacred.  Such  an 
unselfish  campaign  is  a  benediction  to  the  College.  With 
such  spirit  as  is  shown  in  the  foregoing  quotations,  it  is 
easier  to  understand  how — even  in  times  of  financial  de- 
pression— it  has  been  possible  to  increase  the  permanent 
endowment  of  the  College  from  a  scant  $150,000  in  June  of 
1930  to  a  total  to-day  of  $337,000. 


From  the  Dean's  Office 

THE  grades  for  the  first  term,  which  ended  January 
26,  were  very  satisfactory,  being  better  than  at  the 
same  time  last  year.  In  fact,  they  were  not  much  below  the 
record  grades  of  the  session  1929-1930. 

The  first  honor,  consisting  of  those  averaging  85  or 
more,  with  no  grades  below  80,  was  made  by  four  seniors, 
seven  juniors,  ten  sophomores  and  twenty-one  freshmen. 

The  second  honor  roll,  consisting  of  those  averaging 
80  or  more,  with  no  grades  below  76,  was  made  by  ten 
seniors,  fourteen  juniors,  four  sophomores  and  twelve 
freshmen. 

The  above  figures  mean  that  more  than  twenty-seven 
per  cent,  of  the  student  body  made  one  of  the  honor  rolls.

Henry    C.    Townes

AN  obituary  notice  of  H.  C.  Townes  appeared  in  the 
±\.  Nashville,  Tenn..  Banner,  as  indicated  by  the  fol- 
lowing: 

HONORABLE  H.  C.  TOWNES 
Special  to  the  Nashville  Banner 

Huntingdon,  Tenn.,  September  12,  1896 — "Hon.  H.  C.  Townes 
died  at  his  residence  on  Nashville  Street  yesterday  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
will  be  buried  this  evening  in  Clark  Cemetery  at  3  o'clock.  The  burial 
services  will  be  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  T.  Sullivan,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Air.  Townes  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  Virginia.  At  the  beginning  of  the  late  war,  and  imme- 
diately after  his  course  in  college  was  completed,  he  enlisted  under  the 


command  of  Col.  Thomas  F.  Goode,  Company  A,  Third  Virginia  Cavalry, 
and  remained  in  service  throughout  the  war.  He  then  pursued  the  study 
of  law,  and  at  his  death  ranked  with  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the  state. 
He  represented  this  district  twice  in  the  State  Senate,  and  is  author  of 
the  law  now  on  the  statute  books  giving  a  criminal  the  right  to  testify  in 
his  own  behalf.  He  was  a  member  of  the  church,  and  a  true  Christian 
gentleman.  /Vs  a  soldier,  civilian,  legislator  and  lawyer  he  justly  stood 
high.  He  was  56  years  old,  and  leaves  a  family  consisting  of  a  wife  and 
si.x  children." 

This  obituary  notice  was  very  kindly  furnished  by  Miss 
Alida  Townes  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  daughter  of  H.  C. 
Townes.  She  states  that  her  father  while  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  E.  Fraternity.  Miss 
Townes  writes  that  her  father,  Henry  Clay  Townes,  was 
born  in  Huntingdon,  Tenn.,  June  10,  1840,  and  died  there 
September  11,  1896.  He  was  a  son  of  Col.  James  Townes, 
who  had  served  in  the  War  of  1 8 1 2  in  Virginia,  and  his  wife, 
Julia  Clark.  H.  C.  Townes  married  Alice  Crockett  of 
Huntingdon,  who  was  a  descendant  of  David  Crockett. 
Young  Townes  enlisted  on  May  28,  1S61,  in  Company  G, 
\'irginia  Volunteers,  under  Captain  J.  M.  P.  Atkinson.  He 
was  mustered  at  Camp  Lee,  served  one  year,  reenlisted  in 
the  Boydton  Cavalry  and  served  three  years.  He  was  at 
the  surrender  at  Appomattox,  April  8,  1865. 

After  the  war  he  finished  his  college  course  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, moved  to  Tennessee  and  practiced  law.  He 
was  twice  elected  to  the  State  Senate,  and  was  urged  to 
make  the  race  of  Governor  of  Tennessee,  but  declined  on 
account  of  ill  health.  He  was  the  author  of  the  law  giving 
a  criminal  the  right  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf  and  was  also 
author  of  what  is  known  in  Tennessee  as  "the  four  mile 
law." 


The  following  letter  written  by  Joel  A.  Shepperson, 
Class  of  1863,  to  Henry  C.  Townes  of  the  same  class  will 
prove  interesting  to  the  alumni.  Joel  A.  Shepperson,  who 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Confederate  States  Army,  and  who 
prior  to  this  was  a  member  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Com- 
pany which  entered  the  war  under  President  Atkinson, 
became  a  merchant  and  died  in  Columbus,  Arkansas,  about 
1901. 

Hugh  Walker,  mentioned  in  the  letter,  was  of  the  Class 
of  1862  and  was  also  a  soldier.  Henry  Rice  was  a  member 
of  the  Class  of  1862,  served  as  a  soldier,  and  after  the  war 
became  a  planter  and  was  a  member  of  the  \  irginia  Legis- 
lature. He  lived  at  Clarkton,  Virginia.  Bob  Gaines  was 
Robert  L.  Gaines  of  the  Class  of  1862;  served  as  a  soldier, 
and  was  later  a  farmer  at  Clarkton,  Virginia.  Billy  Goode 
was  of  the  Class  of  1863  and  died  in  Tampa,  Florida. 

Billy  Murkland  became  the  famous  preacher  and 
orator.  Dr.  William  U.  Murkland,  who  served  through  the 
war,  was  a  Trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  died  in 
Baltimore  in  1899.  "Dennis,"  mentioned  in  the  letter,  was 
evidently  William  Dennis  Alorton,  Class  of  1863,  who  be- 
came a  distinguished  Presbyterian  divine.  He  served 
through  the  war,  and  died  at  Rocky  Mount,  North 
Carolina.  Dick  Flournoy  was  Richard  \\  .  Flournoy,  Class 
of  1862,  who  was  a  Captain  in  the  Confederate  States 
Army,  and  later  became  a  teacher  and  principal  in  the 
public  schools  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  "young  lady"  has  not  been  identified.  Dr. 
Berkele}-  was  then  living  at  Worsham  in  the  home  built 
by  Dr.  Richard  Eggleston  Farrar,  and  later  sold  by  him 
and  used  as  a  Boys'  School.  In  after  years  this  residence 
was  purchased  by  Mr.  Dunkum,  and  is  now  the  property 
of  Mrs.  Charles  Venable.  "Uncle  Rob  A."  was  doubtless 
Mr.  Robert  Anderson,  who  lived  at  "Providence,"  which 
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formerly  was  the  glebe  and  prior  to  the  Revolution  was  the 
residence  of  Dr.  Archibald  McRobert. 
The  letter  follows: 

A  letter  from  Joel  A.  Shcpperson,  Class  of  1863,  to  his  classmate, 
Henry  C.  Townes. 

Cottage  Hill, 
August  9,  1862. 
My  Dear  Hexry; 

What  have  you  been  doing  with  yourself  this  long  while?  I  haven't 
heard  a  word  from  you  since  we  had  the  grand  breali  up,  and  the  only 
way  I  can  conceive  of  doing  so  is  to  write.  Am  sorry  to  say  that  I  have 
a  very  little  to  communicate  that  will  interest  you. 

The  first  part  of  my  vacation  was  spent  by  reading  and  studying  Jn. 
I  spent  only  a  week  with  .Analytics,  read  it  through,  and  then  went  down 
to  Richmond  and  staid  from  .Monday  until  Saturday,  the  time  the 
battles  were  fought  around  Richmond. 

We  heard  that  Brother  Bob  was  mortally  wounded  and  I  went  down 
to  see  about  him,  expected  to  meet  with  you  down  there.  I  saw  Hugh 
Walker  and  was  with  him  a  good  deal;  his  brother  was  very  painfully 
wounded,  but  not  seriously.  He  w^as  Colonel  of  some  regiment  and  both 
of  them  were  putting  up  at  the  .\nierican.  Hugh  wanted  to  see  you  very 
badly  and  inquired  after  you  very  particularly. 

I  suppose  you  have  heard  of  the  death  of  Daniel  Spencer,  he  was 
wounded  in  the  Monda\''s  fight  in  the  leg,  and  brought  up  to  Richmond 
the  next  night.  I  sat  up  with  him  part  of  the  night  in  the  hospital;  he 
was  removed  up  to  his  Grandfather's  and  died  in  about  a  week  after  he 
was  brought. 

I  was  very  sorry  to  hear  of  the  death  of  William  Scott;  he  died  of 
fever,  about  three  weeks  ago.  I  have  seen  Henry  Rice  once,  saw  him  at 
Charlotte  Court,  and  was  with  him  the  whole  day;  also  saw  old  Bob 
Gaines;  have  seen  Billy  Goode  several  times. 

We  have  quite  a  jolly  time  when  several  of  our  old  company  get  to- 
gether. I  went  down  to  College  about  three  weeks  ago  and  staid  three  or 
four  days,  carried  a  young  lady  down  to  see  Miss  .\nnie  Wilson.   I  spent 


a  very  little  of  my  time  immediately  at  his  house  though.  I  went  a  little 
farther  down  "Via  Sacra"  but  met  up  with  bad  luck;  she  started  off  to 
Dr.  Berkeley's  the  evening  I  arrived  and  the  next  morning  to  her  Uncle 
Rob  A.'s  and  spent  the  night  there,  so  I  began  to  think  that  I  wouldn't 
see  her  at  all,  so  I  went  down  there  in  my  buggy  and  she  had  started  off 
for  College. 

You  may  be  sure  that  I  didn't  stay  long  there.  Dick  Flournoy  went 
dowm  with  me;  we  came  back  to  College  and  I  went  down  and  sat  about 
three  hours  and  then  it  was  time  for  me  to  start  home.  She  was  looking 
very  well.  I  reckon  you  and  Dennis  -Morton  have  had  very  strong 
suspicions  about  me,  think  that  I  am  perfectly  captivated,  but  you  are 
mistaken.  I  admire  her  very  riiuch.  I  think  it  the  best  plan  for  us  (boys) 
to  put  off  such  things  as  the  girls  until  after  the  war,  but  it  seems  hard 
to  practice  what  we  preach. 

I  have  a  great  deal  to  tell  you  about  things  in  general.  I  want  you  to 
come  up  to  Presbytery  at  Charlotte  Court  House  which  is  the  2Sth  of 
this  month.  Be  sure  and  come.  I  reckon  Henry  Rice  will  attend. 

I  intended  going  down  in  Buckingham  the  last  part  of  this  month, 
but  the  war  put  a  stop  to  my  plans  again.  I  intended  going  down  to 
College  the  middle  of  this  month  and  stand  my  examinations,  but  that 
plan  is  also  frustrated.  Since  I  heard  that  we  were  to  be  exchanged,  I 
have  bought  all  of  my  clothing  and  they  will  soon  be  finished.  I  will  join 
the  Charlotte  Cavalry.  Henry  Rice  will  too  if  we  are  exchanged,  and  you 
must  be  sure  and  join  with  us.  I  doubt  very  much  now  if  they  exchange 
us,  and  I  will  hardly  know  what  to  do  if  we  are  not  exchanged  before  the 
commencement  of  the  session.  I  will  not  know  whether  to  go  back  or  not. 
Be  sure  and  let  me  know  what  you  will  do  if  that  be  the  case. 

Billy  Murkland's  medal  is  finished  now  and  I  wrote  to  Red  Scott  to 
send  me  up  as  much  money  as  he  had  in  the  treasury  and  if  not  enough 
I  would  advance  the  balance.  The  price  is  )?i8.  Billy  wrote  me  word  to 
send  it  to  a  friend  of  his  in  Richmond  and  he  would  see  to  it. 

I  received  a  letter  from  Dennis  the  other  day;  he  hadn't  commenced 
studying  yet.  Henry,  let  me  hear  from  you  as  soon  as  possible  and  tell 
me  your  future  arrangements.  .\nd  believe  me  to  be  your  best  and 
devoted  friend,

From  the  Psychologist's  Easy  Chair 

By  D.  AI.  ALLAN 


OUR  record  Freshman  Class  continues  to  give  food  for 
thought.  At  least  some  crumbs  of  comfort  are 
afforded  by  the  latest  fireside  figurings  of  this  department. 
When  judged  by  personalit}-  scores  of  the  Freshmen,  their 
fathers'  occupations  show  a  different  ranking  from  that  re- 
vealed by  intelligence  scores.  Educators  and  ministers  no 
longer  lead.  According  to  the  Thurstone  Personality  Test, 
the  sons  of  doctors  and  lawyers  are  the  best  adjusted 
eniotionalh',  being  tied  for  first  place;  farmers'  sons  come  a 
close  second  and  not  far  behind  are  the  ministers'  sons.  As 
groups,  these  are  all  well  above  average.  Business  men's 
sons  run  average  though  showing  a  very  wide  range  from 
extremely  well  adjusted  to  maladjusted.  Engineers'  sons 
are  a  little  below  normal  as  a  group,  whether  from  paternal 
neglect  or  not.  We  have  too  few  teachers'  sons  to  judge 
fairly  but  the  scores  we  have  suggest  the  old  adage  about 
the  cobblers'  children.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  sons  of 
physicians  and  legal  men  should  be  the  most  poised,  the 
best  balanced  and  least  nervous.  On  the  other  hand,  such 
well-adjusted  individuals  are  not  always  the  ones  who  set 
the  world  on  fire.  Many  of  our  most  promising  students, 
including  a  majority  of  our  ministerial  candidates,  are 
more  emotional  than  the  average.  Not  a  single  ministerial 
candidate  is  maladjusted,  howe\-er,  and  as  a  group  they  are 
again  shown  to  be  substantially  above  average  in  intelli- 
gence. 


Is  city  life  really  harder  on  the  nerves  than  the  country.'' 
If  so,  our  tests  do  not  show  it,  for  the  fifty-eight  Freshmen 
coming  from  cities  above  10,000  are  on  the  whole  some- 
what better  emotionally  adjusted  than  their  rural  class- 
mates, with  no  disadvantage  to  the  bigger  cities.  It  is 
possible  that  sophistication  plays  a  part  in  this  apparent 
superiority. 

Since  the  Freshmen  have  received  the  first  deadly 
broadside  of  examinations  and  been  raked  fore  and  aft  by 
the  Faculty,  we  can  now  estimate  the  relation  between  in- 
telligence and  scholastic  success.  The  lowest  ten  per  cent, 
of  the  Freshmen,  in  "intelligence,"  passed  only  thirty-nine 
per  cent,  of  their  hours,  or  about  two -fifths  of  their  work  for 
the  first  semester.  If  we  had  excluded  these  from  entrance, 
we  should  have  shut  out  two  mediocre  students  and  ten 
very  poor  ones.  Out  of  the  highest  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
Freshmen,  judged  by  the  same  mental  aptitude  test,  eight 
of  the  twelve  are  on  the  First  Honor  Roll,  three  on  the 
Second  Honor  Roll  and  the  twelfth  is  a  fair  student. 
Despite  this  surprising  predictiveness,  there  are  many 
exceptions  between  these  extremes  and  there  is  at  least  a 
fifty  per  cent,  discrepancy  between  ability  and  achieve- 
ment. Thus  of  the  twenty-two  students  put  on  probation 
by  the  merciful  Faculty  at  mid-)'ear,  less  than  a  fourth  are 
really  dull  and  fully  a  fourth  are  undoubtedly  bright  boys. 
Of    the    happily    small    number    dropped    for    scholastic 
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reasons,  only  one  was  completely  incapable.  This  deplor- 
able wastage  of  social  energy  (and  parental  sacrifice)  is  due 
to  apathy,  misdirected  energy,  too  many  extra-curricular 
activities,  peregrinatious  week-ends  and,  of  course,  lack  of 
appreciation  by  the  Faculty.  The  average  Freshman 
failed  1.66  courses,  which  is  running  true  to  form  and  more 
studious  than  some  years.  The  crumb  of  consolation  here 
is  that  this  compares  quite  favorably  with  the  record  of 
other  institutions.  Still  more  encouraging  is  the  fact  that 
through  the  Dean's  coveted  s)'stem  of  honors  most  of  our 
really  bright  students  are  now  stimulated  to  genuine 
intellectual  activitv.

The  Evidence  for  Immortality 

\  By  JUDGE  DON  P.  HALSEY  (1892)

This  is  a  book  of  175  pages  recently  published  by  theMacMillan  Co. 
The  price  is  $2.  It  is  a  great  book — multum  in  parvo — in  which  the  suc- 
cessful attempt  is  made  to  answer  the  age-old  question,  "Is  Man  Immor- 
tal?" The  author  is  a  firm  believer  in  the  authenticity  and  authority  of 
the  Bible.  To  appeal  to  the  Bible,  however,  in  this  discussion  would  be 
"special  pleading,"  and  the  purpose  of  the  author  is  to  use  as  evidence 
only  the  recognized  facts  of  science  and  the  testimony  of  earth's  great 
thinkers.  This  evidence  and  this  testimony  buttress  a  closely  knit  line  of 
argument — which  no  brief  notice  can  adequately  outline. 

Man  is  immortal  because  God  exists.  All  scientists  admit  that  any 
satisfactory  explanation  of  the  universe  presupposes  "nature,"  "energy," 
"mind,"  "first  cause."  Call  it  what  you  will,  this  means  a  God  of  infinite 
intelligence.  Voltaire,  Spencer,  Darwin  and  others  of  their  class  refuse  to 
consider  the  physical  universe  as  the  result  of  chance.  The  teleological 
argument  is  still  sound.  .\  plan  presupposes  a  planner,  design  necessarily 
involves  a  designer.  Justice  demands  immortality.  The  apparent  wrongs 
and  inequalities  of  this  life  imply  that  there  must  be  a  time  when  earth's 
wrongs  are  righted,  and  a  place  where  the  wicked  no  longer  "flourish  as  a 
green  bay  tree" — a  hereafter  of  conscious  existence. 

The  mind  need  not  perish  because  the  brain  decays.  "The  brain  is  not 
the  man";  it  is  the  instrument  of  the  mind,  not  the  mind  itself;  just  as  the 
harp  is  not  the  harper.  If  the  harp  is  broken,  the  music  ceases,  but  the 
harper's  skill  endures.  Conservation  of  matter  and  energy  is  a  funda- 
mental dictum  of  science.  They  may  change  form  and  direction,  but  they 
do  not  perish.  Personality  and  spirit  cannot  be  less  enduring  than  other 
forms  of  force.  Man  that  can  appreciate  and  chart  the  heavens  which 
declare  the  glory  of  God  cannot  be  less  eternal  than  they. 

The  testimony  of  the  philosophers  and  scientists  from  Plato  and  .-\ris- 
totle  to  the  men  of  to-day  is  given  to  support  the  probability  of  immor- 
tality. Bacon,  Bruno,  Descartes,  Rosseau,  Kant,  Huxley,  Emerson. 
Fiske,  William  James,  Edison,  Millikan  and  many  others  are  called  to  the 
stand  and  give  consistent  testimony  which  may  be  briefly  epitomized  in 


the  words  of  John  Fiske:  "The  materialistic  assumption  that  the  life  of 
the  soul  ends  with  the  life  of  the  body  is  perhaps  the  most  colossal  in- 
stance of  baseless  assumption  that  is  known  to  the  history  of  philoso- 
phy"; and  in  the  words  of  Thomas  A.  Edison:  "To-day  the  preponder- 
ance of  probability  very  greatly  favors  the  belief  in  the  immortality  of 
the  intelligence,  or  soul,  of  man."  This  statement  of  Edison  states  in  so 
many  words  the  proposition  which  Judge  Halsey  sets  out  to  establish.  The 
impartial  reader  must,  we  think,  concur  in  the  author's  conclusion  that 
immortality  is  probable,  that  "Dust  thou  art  to  dust  returnest  was  not 
spoken  of  the  soul." 

The  book  is  written  in  language  clear  and  forcible  and  intelligible  to 
the  layman.  Judge  Halsey — as  his  friends  well  know — has  a  mastery  of 
words  such  as  few  possess.  This  is  shown  in  the  volume  before  us  in  a 
marked  degree.  His  reasoning  is  logical,  his  attitude  is  calm  and  judicial; 
it  inspires  confidence  and  carries  conviction. 


Jesse  S.  Armistead 

The  following  sketch  of  Rev.  Jesse  S.  Armistead,  D.  D., 
was  vv'ritten  by  Dr.  John  Henr}'  Bocock,  and  was  printed  in 
the  Central  Presbyterian,  Richmond,  Virginia,  August  4, 
1869. 

Jesse  Scott  Armistead  graduated  with  first  honors  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1823,  and  became  a  distinguished 
teacher  and  preacher.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  He  was  one  of  the  three  theological 
students  who  enrolled  under  Dr.  John  Holt  Rice  in  the 
first  )'ear  of  his  residence  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Departed  this  life  at  his  residence,  Woodville,  Cumberland  County, 
Virginia,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age,  according  to  his  repeatedly  expressed 
desire,  "during  the  holy  quiet  of  the  Sabbath,"  on  the  30th  of  May, 
1869,  the  Rev.  Jesse  Scott  Armistead,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  one  of  the 
princes  of  the  Virginia  pulpit  of  his  day,  sealing  the  life  of  a  valiant  and 
faithful  standard  bearer  of  Christ,  by  a  death  in  which  faith  and  hope, 
blessed  by  God,  had  complete  triumph  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

He  received  his  college  education  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  his 
Theological  at  the  Union  Seminary,  under  that  clear-sighted  and  far- 
seeing  wise  man.  Dr.  John  Holt  Rice.  It  is  believed  that  he  was  licensed 
to  preach  at  Old  Concord  Church  July  1826,  at  twenty-eight  years  of 

His  first  places  of  stated  preaching  were  Cartersville  (near  his  father's 
residence)  and  the  Brick  Church  in  Fluvanna.  In  the  fall  of  1828  he  was 
called  to  become  the  pastor  of  the  then  recently  planted  church  at 
Buckingham  Court  House.  About  that  time  occurred  one  of  the  visits 
of  Rev.  .Isabel  Nettleton  to  Virginia.  It  was  the  plan  of  that  judicious 
man  to  place  himself  by  the  side  of  the  pastors,  and  to  do  nothing  which 
would  tend  to  break  down  their  influence.  He  was  much  at  Buckingham, 
and  no  man  in  the  state,  probably,  more  clearly  caught  the  simple  and 
godly  skill  of  that  wonderful  evangelist  in  "so  speaking"  that  many 
might  believe,  in  "giving  the  Holy  Spirit  an  opportunity"  to  convert 
sinners  by  means  of  the  word  preached,  and  "leading  sinners  directly  to 
Christ,"  than  the  young  pastor  at  Buckingham  Court  House. 

In  looking  back  with  thankful  and  wondering  memory  to  these  times 
one  chiefly  recalls  the  conversion  to  Christ  of  one  legal  gentleman  of 
eminence  after  another,  through  that  whole  region.  These  conversions 
resounded  through  the  country  like  the  fall  of  the  tall  trees  of  the  forest 
before  the  woodcutter's  axe.  It  is  believed  that  the  Jefferson  infidelity 
then  received  its  death  blow  in  the  legal  profession,  especially  in  the 
counties  of  Buckingham,  Cumberland  and  Prince  Edward.  And  those 
converted  lawyers  afterward  became  strong  pillars  of  the  churches  to 
which  they  attached  themselves. 

Young  Armistead  was  deeply  engaged  in  the  revival  of  183 1-2,  and 
his  ministry  was  signally  owned  by  the  spirit  of  God.  During  his  pastorate 
of  fourteen  years  at  Buckingham  Court  House  many  of  the  most  in- 
fluential people  of  the  county  were  brought  to  Christ,  and  the  church 
to  which  he  ministered,  instead  of  the  feeble  attitude  which  it  had  held, 
assumed  a  commanding  position  in  the  county.  The  writer  of  this  has 
subsequently  had  the  privilege  of  listening  to  many  ministers  of  the  most 
eminent  pulpit  talents  in  the  land,  yet  he  firmly  believes  he  has  heard 
no  man  who  excelled  Armistead  in  his  prime  for  a  clear  and  powerful 
current  of  sound  doctrine  and  good  sense,  "addressed  to  men's  business 
and  their  bosoms"  in  his  own  phrase,  "digging  about  their  consciences," 
and  laying  the  blame  of  the  sinner's  destruction  upon  himself  and  his 
sins.  And  when,  as  was  often  the  case,  a  crowd  of  his  spiritual  children 
stood  up  in  the  church  to  confess  Jesus  Christ,  he  preached  of  redeeming 
love  with  a  grandeur  which  seemed  almost  to  be  kindled  by  actual  vision 
of  the  glory  of  the  Lamb  that  was  slain. 

In  1842  he  succeeded  that  eloquent  man,  Rev.  John  Kirkpatrick,  in 
the  pastorship  of  the  Cumberland  Church.  The  erection  of  the  two 
excellent  church  edifices.  Brown's  and  Center,  marks  his  connection  with 
that  church.  In  manj'  other  respects  the  Divine  blessing  attended  his 
ministry  there.  That  pastoral  relation  was  dissolved  in  1866,  a  large 
minority  of  the  church  not  concurring  in  the  request  for  a  dissolution, 
and  a  large  minority  of  the  Presbytery  not  concurring  in  the  motion  to 
grant  it. 

His  decline  stretched  through  nearly  two  years  previous  to  his  death, 
during  which  time  he  was  powerfully  supported  by  a  good  hope  through 
grace.  He  expressed  himself  as  holding  it  to  be  a  great  mercy  to  be 
spared  to  sink  so  gradually;  that  he  might  call  up  in  review  the  sins  of 
life  from  his  boyhood  and  repent  of  them  anew  and  separately;  and  that 
he  might  pray  for  all  his  friends,  going  over  the  list  and  mentioning  them 
one  by  one  in  his  prayers.  No  cloud  darkened  his  mind  during  his  illness. 
Once  only,  and  that  for  a  short  time,  was  the  adversary  permitted  to 
assail  him.  His  last  distinct  utterance  in  reply  to  the  question  whether 
the  Saviour  was  not  leading  him  very  gently  through  the  dark  valley, 
was,  "very,  very." 

Dr.  Armistead  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  1856  and  sympa- 
thized with  the  new  school.  He  also  disapproved  of  the  acts  of  the  Assem- 
bly in  1837-8;  but  from  the  position  of  one  who  never  had  an  idea  of 
leaving  the  church  in  consequence  of  such  disapproval. 

He  received  calls  successively  to  several  important  churches  in  Vir- 
ginia and  Kentucky,  which  were  declined.  There  was  a  valuable  corre- 
spondence between  several  ministers  published  in  the  If'iirrhvitin  and 
Observer  in  1S47-8,  consisting  of  hints  on  the  ministry,  in  which  he  bore 
a  most  important  part,  and  he  is  the  first  of  the  five  brethren  so  engaged 
who  has  gone  to  his  rest. 

His  spiritual  children  are  to  be  found  in  many  places  in  the  states. 
His  recent  article  on  Dr.  Nettleton,  in  the  Central  Presbyterian,  with 
many  other  things,  show  him  to  have  been  a  judicious  and  excellent 
writer.  His  discourses  on  the  text,  "My  spirit  shall  not  always  strive 
with  man,"  the  instrument  of  the  awakening  of  the  present  writer,  and 
hardly  ever  delivered  afterwards  without  being  the  instrument  of  some 
conversions,  shall  be  remembered  by  many,  in  its  solemn  grandeur,  as 
delivered  at  the  Old  College  Church,  in  Prince  Edward,  the  Monday  after 
the  Synod,  in  1853. 

Blessed  be  God  for  the  chariot  in  which  he  thus  conveys  his  faithful 
servants  to  their  rest  through  a  happy  death.  And  as  we  mourn  over 
this  good  man's  departure  from  the  earth,  with  hearts  full  of  love  and 


sympathy  for  those  he  has  left  specially  bereaved,  we  recognize  the 
chariot  in  which  he  departs  as  belonging  to  Israel's  God,  and  gazing  upon 
the  scene  our  hearts  cry  out,  "My  Father,  my  Father,  the  chariot  of 
Israel  and  the  horsemen  thereof!" 


Miscellaneous  Items 

Is  There  Real  Scholarship  in  Christian 
Colleges? 

Reprinted  from  The  SiDiday  School  Times  of 
Philadelphia,  February  27,  1932 

PEOPLE  sometimes  say:  ''Yes,  such  and  such  a  college 
(naming  a  Christian  college)  of  course  stands  for  the 
old  faith  but  has  no  real  standing  in  matters  of  scholarship. 
I  want  a  college  where  my  intellect  can  have  the  best 
training,  and  I  don't  believe  this  is  possible  in  any  of  the 
out-and-out  Christian  colleges."  This  is  an  interesting 
theory,  and  is  often  accepted  as  though  it  were  true.  It 
does  not  happen  to  be  true.  There  are  Christian  colleges  of 
the  highest  intellectual  standards,  with  curriculum  and 
faculty  of  which  no  intellectual  person  needs  to  be 
ashamed. 

A  fact  has  come  to  light  recently  that  proves  this  in  an 
unexpected  and  conclusive  way.  The  Nezv  York  Times 
published  a  list  of  American  colleges  and  universities 
whose  graduates  stand  first  in  the  comprehensive  volume 
of  contemporary  biography  known  as  "Who's  Who  in 
America."  Which  American  university,  might  one  think, 
would  head  the  list  as  having  the  largest  number  of  its 
living  graduates  in  positions  of  distinction.?  Shall  we  ven- 
ture the  guess  of  Harvard.''  Or  Yale.?  Or  Princeton.?  Or 
Columbia.?  A  dozen  others  might  easily  be  named  with  a 
fair  chance  of  being  the  winner.  But  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  Virginia  has  a  larger  per  cent,  of  its  living 
graduates  in  positions  of  distinction  than  any  other 
educational  institution  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
Harvard  was  third  in  the  list,  Amherst  second,  Yale  and 
Princeton  came  sixth  and  ninth. 

Now  Hampden-Sydney,  as  the  initiated  and  really  in- 
telligent people  of  America  know,  is  a  Christian  College.  It 
has  stood  uncompromisingly  for  the  old  faith  these  many 
years.  Secular  newspapers  and  religious  journals  all  over 
the  country  have  commented  on  its  remarkable  achieve- 
ment, and  it  is  refreshing  and  gratifying  to  note  the  out- 
spoken admiration  expressed  so  heartily  from  many 
quarters.  An  article  in  The  Presbyterian  of  Philadelphia, 
written  by  Dr.  Stuart  Nye  Hutchison,  pastor  of  East 
Liberty  Presbyterian  Church,  Pittsburgh,  is  worth 
quoting;  after  noting  the  interesting  discovery  of  the  New 
York  Times  Dr.  Hutchison  goes  on  to  say  this: 

".\  New  York  journalist  saw  that  article.  He  had  probably  never 
heard  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Me  drove  to  Virginia.  He  went  to  that  little 
plateau,  seventy  miles  west  of  Richmond,  crowned  with  oaks  and  elms 
where  stand  the  plain  brick  buildings  of  the  College.  He  spent  a  day- 
there  and  came  away  more  mystified  than  ever.  He  was  not  there  long 
enough  to  understand. 

"It  is  not  so  much  the  college  as  the  homes  from  which  the  students 
have  come  that  explain  it.  For  a  hundred  and  fifty-five  years  Hampden- 
Sydney  students  have  come  from  the  homes  of  clergymen  and  teachers, 
country  doctors  and  lawyers,  small  tradesmen  and  farmers.  They  are 
homes  where  the  Bible  is  taught  and  where  the  family  altar  is  observed. 
Not  in  all  its  long  histor)-  has  Hampden-Sydney  had  a  man  on  the  faculty 
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who  was  not  a  Christian,  and  few  have  been  the  students  who  were  not 
connected  with  the  Church. 

"Read  the  list  of  her  graduates  from  the  days  of  James  Madison  and 
Patrick  Henry,  her  first  trustees,  to  the  present.  It  reads  like  a  national 
roll  of  honor.  If  you  have  any  doubts  as  to  the  value  of  Christian  home 
training,  and  in  particular  the  supremacy  of  the  Bible  as  a  text  book,  read 
the  history  of  Hampden-Sydney." 

To  Hampden-Sydney  College  as  the  worthy  leader  not 
only  of  the  Christian  schools  but  also  of  all  other  schools  in 
America  The  Sunday  School  Times  extends  its  hearty  con- 
gratulations. The  President  of  Hampden-Sydney,  as 
readers  of  the  Times  will  recall,  is  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston, 
whose  articles  have  enriched  these  columns  more  than 
once.  In  response  to  a  personal  letter  from  the  Editor 
about  this  matter  President  Eggleston  writes: 

The  genuine  Christian  college  in  this  country  is  certainly  "up  against 
it";  and  it  is  amazing  how  few  parents  seem  to  give  any  thought  to  the 
spiritual  environment  in  which  their  boys  and  girls  are  placed.

These  fictions  are  so  trivial, 
have  been  so  overworked,  and  have  grown  so  trite — a  formula  now — that 
these  sketches  of  real  men  who  hungered  and  thirsted  after  knowledge 
and  toiled  to  win  it,  give  a  Virginian  a  deeper  pride  in  the  State.  We  get 
so  tired,  too,  of  the  New  England  assumption  that  th.^.t  section  had  the 
American  monopoly  of  the  passion  for  learning  and  righteousness!"

Dear  Bob; 

I  have  been  intending  for  the  past  five  or  six  months  to  write  you  a 
line  or  two  to  express  my  very  great  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work 
being  done  by  you.  Professor  Whiting  and  the  others  connected  with  the 
publication  of  the  Alumni  Record.  You  have,  several  times,  during  the 
course  of  our  recent  correspondence  about  business  matters,  suggested 
that  I  make  any  suggestions  that  might  occur  to  me  "for  the  good  of  the 
order."  I  hesitate  to  make  any  suggestions  at  all  because  it  seems  to  me 
that  you  gentlemen  closeh'  connected  with  the  College  are  doing  every- 
thing possible  for  its  advancement  and  that  the  Jlumni  Record,  itself,  is 
doing  the  verj-  best  possible  work  along  these  lines.  I  feel  sure  this  is  the 
attitude  of  the  alumni  throughout  this  part  of  the  country. 

The  dissemination  by  the  Jlumni  Record  of  the  editorial  comment 
throughout  the  country  on  account  of  the  wonderful  showing  made  by 
Hampden-Sydney  in  Who's  Who  was  about  the  finest  piece  of  college 
publicity  I  have  ever  known.  As  much  as  I  believe  in  the  favorable 
publicity  that  comes  from  athletic  and  debating  contests,  I  consider  that 
this  publicity  was  unusual  in  its  nature  and  I  congratulate  the  College 
and  the  alumni  offi.cials  who  seemed  so  thoroughly  to  understand  the 
value  of  this  publicity  and  who  used  it  so  tactfulh'  and  effectively. 

As  I  begun  to  realize  what  an  extraordinary  showing  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  made  during  all  of  its  history  in  the  high  standing  of  its 
alumni  and  what  a  remarkable  confirmation  of  this  showing  was  in  this 
way  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  it  seemed  to  me 
that  an  increase  in  the  attendance  of  students  was  bound  to  be  a  logical 
result  of  the  wonderful  publicity  given  the  College  by  so  many  news- 
papers and  magazines  in  practically  every  section  of  the  country.  So,  I

His  visits  to  the  alumni  from 
time  to  time  are  altogether  helpful  to  the  College  and  wonderfully  pleasing 
to  the  alumni  who  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  him,  because  he  always 
brings  a  real  fresh  message  from  the  College  itself,  just  the  thing  the 
alumni  most  wish  to  get.  It  will  be  a  great  thing  for  Hampden-S>'dney 
if  they  can  keep  George  Walker  on  the  road  all  of  his  time  and  if  some  one 
of  the  College  faculty  could  occasionally  come  with  him,  such  a  visit 
would  always  be  appreciated  by  the  local  alumni.  The  recent  visits  to 
Atlanta  of  President  Eggleston  and  of  Dean  Reed  were  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  us  here. 

The  debating  teams  that  have  during  the  past  few  years  been  going 
out  from  the  College,  have  done  a  great  deal  towards  quickening  the 
interest  of  the  alumni  and  others  in  the  College.  In  this  connection  I 
only  wish  that  our  athletic  teams  could  so  arrange  their  schedules  as  to 
bring  these  teams  more  and  more  into  the  South,  as  I  feel  sure  that  their 
general  deportment,  whether  they  win  or  lose,  is  bound  to  add  to  the 
prestige  of  the  College  wherever  they  appear. 

Hampden-Sydney  alumni  everywhere  have  much  reason  to  continue 
to  be  very  proud  and  happy  on  account  not  only  of  the  past  splendid 
record  of  Hampden-Sydney,  but  also  its  present-day  record  as  well.  We 
are  constantly  hearing,  these  days,  news  about  the  dear  old  College 
and  the  good  record  being  made  constantly  by  its  younger  alumni  and 
by  the  present-day  student  bodies.  Of  course,  scattered  as  we  are  through- 
out the  various  states  of  the  L'nion,  we  old  alumni  have  become  more  or 
less  identified  with  the  colleges  and  universities  of  our  respective 
sections  and  we  are  proud  of  the  great  part  being  taken  by  Hampden- 
Sydney  men  in  the  building  up  of  these  other  Institutions:  such  are  John 
L.  Daniel  at  Georgia  Tech,  Harry  Watkins  of  Laurel,  Mississippi,  Howard 
.■\rbuckle  at  Davisdon,  W.  H.  Bocock  and  W.  D.  Hooper  at  the  Llni- 
versity  of  Georgia  and  George  H.  Denny  at  the  L^niversity  of  .\labama. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  more  important  work,  for  the  upbuilding  of  the 
highest  and  best  interests  of  the  College  itself,  than  is  being  done  by  the 
publication  of  the  Jlumni  Record. 
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In  conclusion,  let  me  again  express  to  you  my  very  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  being  done  by  you  and  your  associates  in  keeping 
The  Record  going.

Necrology 


Mr.  Charles  Hall  Davis,  a  native  of  Petersburg,  Virginia,  and  a 
member  of  the  research  staff  of  the  Delco-Remy  Company,  died  in 
Anderson,  Indiana,  February  28,  1932.  His  wife  was  iMiss  Mildred 
Watkins  Dickinson,  daughter  of  the  late  Thomas  H.  Dickinson,  1870,  and 
Mrs.  Mildred  Dickinson;  she  was  thus  the  niece  of  Dr.  -\sa  D.  Watkins 
of  the  College  Faculty  and  of  Mrs.  E.  L.  Dupuy  of  Worshani,  Virginia. 
Mr.  Davis  was  buried  in  old  Blandford  Cemetery  in  Petersburg. 

Henry  Percival  Parr  Thompson,  1889,  physician  and  surgeon,  died  at 
Highlands,  North  Carolina,  July  i,  193 1.  He  had  been  afflicted  with 
angina  pectoris  and  high  blood  pressure;  paralysis  being  the  immediate 
cause  of  his  death. 

George  William  Jones,  Sr.,  father  of  George  W.  Jones,  Jr.,  1913,  died 
in  Petersburg,  Virginia,  at  the  home  of  F.  F.  Jones,  on  February  12.  1932. 
Air.  Jones  was  born  in  Dinwiddle  County,  Virginia,  .\pril  21,  1862.  He 
had  been  connected  with  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Petersburg 
for  nearly  forty  years,  and  had  given  consecrated  and  faithful  service  as 
deacon  and  elder.  Handsome  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  session 
of  the  Second  Church  on  February  28th. 

Judge  John  Spence,  1889,  died  in  Crockett,  Te.xas,  January  5,  1932, 
aged  sixty-one  years.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Houston  County, 
Texas,  in  1894;  at  one  time  was  Judge  of  Houston  County.  In  1924,  he 
was  elected  County  .Vttorney,  the  position  which  he  held  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Judge  Spence  married  in  1895,  Miss  Jessie  Rice,  who  with  two 
daughters — Mrs.  W.  .\.  Collins  and  Miss  Katherine  Spence  survive.  .\ 
correspondent  writes:  "Judge  Spence  was  a  power  in  his  section  of  Texas, 
and  will  be  greatly  missed  in  religious  and  fraternal  circles." 

John  H.  Herbener,  1882,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C,  November  24, 
193 1.  His  death  occured  at  the  conclusion  of  a  conference  in  the  Patent 
Office  where  he  had  gone  to  see  about  securing  a  patent  on  one  of  his 
numerous  inventions.  The  Class  of  1882  has  lost  by  death  many  of  its 
brightest  and  best. 

Herndon  Castleman,  1898,  died  at  West  Baden  Springs,  Indiana,  July 
I,  193 1.  He  had  lived  for  some  years  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  with  his  adopted 
son,  George  Gaillard.  Mr.  Castleman  was  the  nephew  of  Hon.  W.  C. 
Herndon,  1876,  of  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  from  whom  President  Eggleston 
has  received  an  interesting  letter  giving  details  as  to  his  nephew's  life. 
Herndon  Castleman  was  the  son  of  Lewis  Castleman,  Esq.,  of  "Castleton 
Farm,"  one  of  the  show  places  in  the  Blue  Grass  section  of  Kentucky.  In 
college  he  was  a  member  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  Fraternity. 

Edward  Cooper  Wiltse,  1889,  died  in  Farmville,  Virginia,  February 
10,  1932,  aged  sixty-two  years.  He  received  his  preparatory  training  in 
part  at  the  old  Prince  Edward  .Academy  in  Worsham,  Virginia,  when 
Dr.  Thos.  Wharey  was  principal.  He  was  trained  to  be  a  jeweler,  taking 
expert  courses  in  this  branch  of  industry,  and  succeeded  his  father  in  the 
business.  Later  he  gave  up  this  occupation.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  in  the  employ  of  the  town  of  Farmville. 

Alexander  Forbes  Anderson,  1861,  died  April  11,  1926.  He  was  a 
Confederate  veteran  and  had  been  engaged  in  the  tobacco  business  in 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  and  in  farming. 

Judge  Alexander  Stuart  Hall,  1872,  aged  seventy-nine  years,  died 
February  13,  1932,  at  the  University  Hospital  in  Charlottesville  where 
he  had  been  for  some  weeks.  Judge  Hall  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1874; 
for  a  time  he  was  connected  with  the  State  .Auditor's  Office,  in  1879  he 
was  made  County  Judge  of  Buckingham  County,  Virginia,  a  position 
which  he  held  for  twelve  years.  In  1908,  he  was  elected  to  represent  the 
County  in  the  House  of  Delegates.  He  was  twice  married,  first  to  Miss 
Fannie  .Anderson  of  Prince  Edward;  his  second  wife  being  Miss  Minnie 
Ellis  of  Buckingham.  For  fifty  years,  Judge  Hall  was  an  elder  in  the 
Maysville  Presbyterian  Church,  a  man  of  the  strictest  integrity  and  of 
high  ideals.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  in  his  church  and  county. 


It  is  with  a  keen  sense  of  personal  loss  that  wc  record  the  death  of 
Mr.  Charles  F.  Bugg — father  of  Dr.  Charles  R.  Bugg,  1916,  and  uncle  of 
Robert  W.  Bugg,  1920.  This  good  man  and  useful  citizen  was  born  in 
Chelmsford,  England,  in  i860,  and  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents 
while  yet  a  small  child.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Farmville,  Virginia, 
December  20,  193 1.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  who  was  Aliss  Ida  Paulett, 
by  a  son  and  three  daughters.  For  fifty  years  Mr.  Bugg  had  been  a 
vestryman  in  the  Johns  Memorial  Episcopal  Church;  for  twenty  years  he 
was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  for  a  quarter  of  a  century 
he  had  been  senior  warden.  The  F'armvllle  Herald  says  of  him:  "He  was 
a  good  neighbor,  a  careful  thinker,  a  man  of  good  judgment,  and  his 
passing  will  be  a  loss  to  the  church  and  to  the  town." 

Warren  Burke  Cross,  1891,  died  in  New  York  City,  October  29,  1931. 
"He  loved  Hampden-Sydney  and  his  schoolmates"  is  an  appropriate 
statement  by  one  who  knew  him  well. 

Grant  Harold  Hostrander,  1913,  aged  forty  years,  died  in  a  hospital 
in  Petersburg,  Virginia,  December  28,  193 1,  as  a  consequence  of  injuries 
received  in  an  automobile  accident.  He  was  a  World  War  veteran  and 
served  overseas  in  the  Forestry  Branch  of  the  .A.  E.  F.  He  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Petersburg  Post  of  the  -\merican  Legion  and  of  the  Forty 
and  Eight  Society.  For  many  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  busi- 
ness. He  is  survived  by  his  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  E. 
Hostrander  of  Petersburg,  and  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  Bertha  Waltman  of 
Victoria,  Virginia.  He  was  buried  in  Blandford  Cemetery  with  military 
honors. 

Mrs.  Alma  Cecil  Cary,  wife  of  Lucius  F.  Cary,  Esq..  1S99,  died  at  her 
home  in  Richmond.  Virginia,  January  12,  1932.  Her  father  was  the  late 
Russell  Cecil,  D.  D.,  long  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Richmond.  Her  husband,  assistant  City  .\ttorney,  is  a  prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  Richmond  bar,  and  one  of  her  brothers — James  AI.  Cecil — is  a 
graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  Class  of  1910.  Airs.  Cary  leaves 
three  children — Lucius,  Bettie  C.  and  Fairfax. 

Hugh  Colston  .Argenbright,  1918,  aged  thirty-eight,  died  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  January  9,  1932,  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  when  he  was 
struck  by  a  truck,  as  he  stepped  otf  a  street  car.  His  wife  who  before  her 
marriage  was  Miss  .\da  Gray  of  Smithfield,  Virginia,  survives  with  two 
daughters,  Irene  and  .\da.  Burial  services  were  held  in  Staunton,  Virginia, 
and  interment  was  made  in  Thornrose  Cemetery. 

Bryson  AIcL.  Crane,  1892,  died  in  .\ugusta,  Georgia,  October  26,  193 1.

We  will  ha\e  a  newcomer  at  third  in  the  person  of  Jack

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Thomas  L.  Toone,  Captain  Baseball,  1932 

peper  and  who  is  a  brother  of  our  fine  pitcher  and  student 
of  last  year,  Louis  Humphries.  This  younger  brother  is  a 
fast  fielder  and  a  good  hitter.  He  keeps  clear  of  all  "scho- 
lastic difficulties"  and  is  always  ready  to  go. 

This  completes  the  best  infield  I  have  seen  at  Hamp- 
den-S)-dney  since  the  days  of  "Toad"  Thurman,  "Berk" 
Carrington,  "Nick"  Carter  and  "Charlie"  Bugg. 

The  outfield  should  measure  up  with  the  infield.  In  the 
mid-garden,  "Buster"  Kendig  will  cavort  with  great 
speed.  He  covers  the  ground  like  "Charlie"  Richmond  of 
our  191 3  team,  but  he  does  not  hit  like  that  "Old  Boy." 
Base-running  is  Kendig's  forte  as  speed  is  his  middle  name. 
Jim  Crawley  and  John  Harwood,  both  Seniors,  round  out 
their  terms  of  competition.  Both  are  better  hitters  than 
fielders,  but  they  can  snag  flyballs  very  well.  The  big 
concern  about  the  outfield  is  in  throwing.
